EASTERN. 
The Fleoded Low Lands. 
Memrnie, Tenn, March 19. 
The latest advices from the Upper 
St. Francis are, that people in that 
section are almost reduced to canni- 


balism. They have eaten carcasses 
for some days, and now have all the 
appearance of people about becomin 
insane from starvation.. Colonel A. H 
Johnson, Tresident of the Arkansas 
Midland Railroad, returned to-day 
from Hot Springs. He came down 
by skiff to Helena from the mouth of 
St. F river. He says that the 
scenes along the way are most dis- 
tressing, and scenes of dead animals 
are revolting, and when the waters 
decline it must be still more fearful. 
The earth is left covered with a thick 
slimy substance of refuse. There is 
every kiod of smell, and as miasma is 
produced from decaying substances 1t 
must inevitably be serious iu its con- 

uences. 

he river declined two inches yes- 
terday, and is falling at all points. At 
Helena, Ark,, it fell two ioches, and 
the outlook there is much brighter. 
As soon as the water ceases running 
through the crevasses below that city, 
the overflow can easily be drained off 
from the city. The country south of 
here is ewarming with buffalo gnats 
and much stock that was saved from 
drowning is being killed by these in- 


sects.

A dispatch from the Globe Demo- 
erat river expedition received last 
night, dated Arkansas City, described 
the scene fgom Helena down, as very 
similar that above. There 
is scarcely anything to be seen but 
water, and what few spots of land as 
are yet left, are covered with dead or 
starving cattle and hogs, or families 
who have not been able to secure bet- 
ter positions. These latter are gener- 
ally in a destitute condition, many of 
them almost without food, and all of 
them will have to be fed by the Gov- 
ernment, as a number of refugees at 
Friar’s point said the whole country 
back of that place is submerged, and 
many of the inhabitants still living in 
upper stories, or on the roofs of their 
houses, not being able to get away. 
Most of them are suffering for want et 
food. Five colored children and six 
men had been drowned at different 
places around Friar's point. In the 
neighborhood of Dublin fire hundred 
families are in a state of destitution, 
and many of them are suffering for 
food. No Government aid has yet 
reached them, but a representative of 
them is now en route to Memphis, to 
see the State Commissioners and pro- 
cure rations. Several persons have 
been drowned in the vicinity of Dub- 
lin, while either attempting to obtain 
supplies or save stock. The levee 
above Friar’s point, which is still 
above water, is dotted by families 
who have been driven from their 
homes by the flood. All of them are 
without shelter, and many of them 
without food. Between seven and 
eight thousand people need assist- 
ance in Cahoama county, and will 
have to be fed till the waters subside. 
Some Government rations have al- 
ready been distributed, but the sup- 
ply did not last long. More food is
